Criminals and Wai! Street Flurry 


Will Not Deter. 
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Provincetown, Mass., 'Aug. 20.— 


Having set his hand to the plow 
President Roosevelt Tdll not turn 
back.' 
No Wall street flurry or 


stock market panic got up to deter 
him from punishing the rich crimin- 
als who have violated the laws oj 
the United States will deter him 
from pursuing the course he has 
mapped out for himself. 


The president made this slear and 


emphatic as words could serve to 
make it, In his speech, here today, 
on the occasion of the laying of the 
cornerstone of the 
Cape Cod Me- 


morial Association's monument to 
the memory of the Pilgrims who 
landed here from the Mayflower, ia: 
1620. 


The president said that conditions 


that were at present causing dis- 
turbance were world-wide, but lie 
gave more than a hint of his belief 
that "Wall street's situation was ar- 
tificial and devised for the purpose, 
of turning public sentiment against 
the anti-trust and anti-rebate policy 
of his administration. There would 
be no let up, lie said, and he desired 
that there be no mistake of his posi- 
tion and his purpose. 
Without 


mincing words te declared the atti- 
tude, of his. administration-.would in 
no respect be changed toward these 
matters. 


The President's Arrival. 


The president arrived on the gov- 


ernment yacht Mayflower at dawn. 
The Mayflower steamed slowly into 
the harbor at 10 o'clock and the 
president disembarked in the pres- 
ence of a great throng by whom he 


.VvT.s cheered again and again. 


At the monument repeated and 


prolonged 
outbursts 
of 
applause 


greeted the president from the as- 
sembled thousands and his speech 
was delayed by the enthusiasm of 
the enthusiastic multitude. 


United States Senator Lodge de- 


livered an historical address and the 
closing address was by Congressman 
Lovering. 


The exercises over the assembled 


gathering adjourned to the old town 
hall, where a banquet was served. 


The President's Speech. 


The full text of President Roose- 


velt's speech follows: 


It Is not too much to say that the event 
commemorated by the monument which 
we have come here to dedicate was one of 
those rare events which can in good faith 
be called of world importance. The com- 
ing hither of the Puritan three centuries 
ago shaped the destinies of this conti- 
nent and therefore profoundly affected 
the destiny of the whole world. Men of 
of other races, the Frenchman and the 
Spaniard, the Dutchman, 
the 
German, 
the Scotchman, and the Swede, made 
settlements 
within 
what is now 
the 
t"nit.ed States, during the colonial period 
of our history and before the declaration 
of independence: and since then there 
has been an ever-swelling immigration 
from Ireland and from the mainland of 
Europe: but it was the Englishman who 
settled in Virginia, and the Englishman 
who settled In Massachusetts who did 
most in shaping the lines of our national 
development. 


We can not as a nation be too pro- 


foundly grateful for the fact that the 
puritan has stamped his influence so 
deeply on our national life. 
We need 
have but scant patience with the men 
•who. now rail at the 
Puritan's faults. 
They were evident, of course, for it Is a 
quafity of strong natures that their fail- 
ings, like their virtues, should stand out 
in bold relief; but there Is nothing easier 
than to belittle the great men of the past 
by dwelling only on the points where they 
come short of the universally recognized 
standards of the present. Men must be 
judged with reference to the age In which 
they dwell, and thn work they have to do. 
The Puritan's task was to conquer a con- 
tinent; not merely to overrun it, but to 
settle it, to till it. to build upon it a 
high industrial and social life; and, while 
engaged in the rough work of taming the 
shaggy wilderness, at that verv time also 
to lay deep the immovable foundations 
of our whole American system of civil, 
political, and religious liberty achieved 
through the orderly process of law. This 
was the work allotted him to do; this 
is the work he did: and only a master 
spirit among men could have done it. 
Have Traveled Far; Have Gained Much. 


"\Ve have traveled far since his day. 
That liberty of conscience which he de- 
manded for himself, we now realize must 
be as freely accorded to others as it is 
resolutely Insisted upon 
for 
ourselves. 
The splendid qualities which he left to his 
children, we other Americans who are 
not of Puritan blood also claim as our 
heritage. You, sons of the Puritans, and 
we, who are descended from races whom 
the Puritans would have deemed alien— 
we are all Americans together. 
We all 


feel the same pride in the genesis. In the 
history, of our people: and therefore this 
shrine 
of 
Puritanism 
is 
one 
»t which we all gather to pay homage, no 


matter from what country our ancestors 
sprang. 


We have gained some things that the 
Puritan had not—we- of this generation, 
we of the twentieth century, here in this 
great republic; but we are also in danger 
of losing certain things which the Puritan 
had and which we can by no manner of 
means afford to lose. 
We have gained 
a Joy of living which we had not, and 
which it is a good thing for every people 
to have and to develop. Let us see to it 
that we do not lose what is more import- 
ant still: that we do not lose the Puri- 
tan's Iron sense of duty, his unbending, 
unflinching will to do the right as it was 
given him to see the right. It is a good 
thing that life should gain in sweetness, 
but only provided that it does not lose 
in strength. Ease and rest and pleasure 
are good things, but only if they come 
as a reward of work well done, of a good 
fight well won, of strong effort resolutely 
made and crowned by high achievement. 
The life of mere pleasure, of mere effort- 
less ease, is as ignoble for a nation as 
for an individual. 
A Word for Himself. 
The man is but a poor 
father who 
teaohes his sons that ease and pleasure 
should be their chief objects in life; the 
woman who is a mere petted toy, inca- 
pable of serious purpose, shrinking from 
effort and duty, is more pitiable than the 
veriest overworked drudge. So he Is but 
a poor leader of the people, but a poor 
national adviser, who seeks to make the 
nation In any way subordinate effort to 
ease, who would teach the people not to 
prize as the greatest blessing the chance 
to do any work, no matter how hard. If 
it becomes their duty to do it. To the 
sons of the Puritans it is almost needless 
to say that the lesson above all others 
which Puritanism con teach this nation 
Is the all-importance of the resolute per- 
formance of duty. 
If we are men we 
will pass by the contemptuous disdain 
alike the advisers who would seek to lead 
up into the paths of Ignoble ease and 
thosa who would teach us to admire suc- 
cessful wrongdoing. 
Our ideals should 
be high, and yet they should be capable 
of achievement in practical fashion; and 
we are as little to be excused if we per- 
mit our ideals to be tainted with what Is 
sordid and mean and base, as if we allow 
our power of achievement to atrophy and 
become either incapable of effort or ca- 
pable only of such fantastic effort as to 
accomplish nothing of permanent good. 
The true doctrine to preach to this na- 
tion, as to the individuals composing th.is 
nation, is not the life of ease, but the 
life of effort. If it were in my power to 
promise the people of this land anything, 
I 
would 
not 
promise 
them 
pleas- 
ure. 
I 
would 
promise 
them 
that stern happiness which comes from 
the sense of having done in practical 
fashion a difficult work which was worth 
doing. 


The Strenath of the Puritan. 
The Puritan 
owed his extraordinary 
success in subduing this continent and 
making it the foundation for a social life 
of ordered liberty primarily to the fact 
that he combined in a very remarkable 
degree both the power of individual- in- 
itiative, of individual self-help, and the 
power of acting in combination with his 
fellows; and that furthermore he joined 
to a high heart that shrewd common 
sense which saves a man from the be- 
setting sins of the visionary and the 
doctrinaire. 
He was stout hearted and 
hard headed. 
He had 'lofty purposes, 
but he. had practical good sense, too. 
He could hold his own in the rough 
workaday world without clamorous insist- 
ence upon being helped by others, and yet 
he could combine with others whenever It 
became necessary to do a job which could 
not be as well done by any one man indi- 
vidually. 
These were the qualities which enabled 
him to do his work, and they are the very 
qualities which we must show in doing 
o'ur work today. There is no use in our 
comlner here to pay homage to the men 
who founded this nation unless we first 
of all come In the spirit of trying to do 
our work today as they did their work in 
the yesterdays" that have vanished. The 
problems shift from generation to genera- 
tion, but the spirit in which they must 
be approached, if they are to be success- 
fully solved, remains ever the same. The 
Puritan tamed the wilderness, and built 
up a free government on the stump- 
dotted clearings amid the primeval forest. 
His descendants must try to shape the 
life of our complex industrial civilization 
by new devices, by new methods, so as 
to achieve in the end the same results 
of justice and fair dealing toward all. 
He cast aside nothing old merely for the 
sake of innovation, yet he did not hesi- 
tate to adopt anything new that would 
save his purpose. 
When he planted his 
commonwealths on this rugged coast he 
faced wholly new conditions and he had 
to devise new methods of meeting them. 
So we of today face wholly new condi- 
tions in our social and industrial life. 
We should certainly not adopt any new 
scheme for grannlinc with them merely 
because it is new and untried; but we can 
not afford to shrink from srraDpiing with 
them because they can only be grappled 
with by some new scheme- 
When Thlnos Went Wrong. 
The Puritan was no Laodicean, no 


laissez-faire theorist. When be saw con- 
duct which was in violation of his rights 
—of the rights of man, the rights of God, 
as he understood them—he attempted to 
regulate such conduct with Instant, un- 
questioning promptness and effectiveness. 
If there was no other way to secure con- 
formity with the rule of right, then he 
smote down the transgressor with the Iron 
of his wrath. 
The spirit of the Puritan 
was a spirit which never shrank from 
regulation of conduct if such regulation 
was necessary for the public weal: and 
this is the spirit which we must show 
today whenever it is necessary- 
The utterly changed conditions of our 
national life'necessitates changes in cer- 
tain of our laws, of our governmental 
methods. Our federal system of govern- 
ment Is based upon the theory of leaving 
to each community, to each state, the 
control over those things which affect 
only its own members and which the peo- 
ple of the locality themselves can best 
grapple with, while providing for national 
regulation in those matters which neces- 
sarilv affect the nation as a whole. It 
seems to me that such n.uestions ns na- 
tional sovereignty and state's rights need 
to be treated not empirically or acade- 
mically, but from the standpoint of the 
Interests of the people as a whole. Na- 
tional sovereignty is to be upheld in so 
far as it means the sovereifrnty of the 
people used for the real and ultimate good 
of the people; and state's rights are to 
hs upheld in so far as they mean the 
people's rights. 
Especially is this true 


In dealing' with the relations of the people 
as a whole to the great corporations 
which are the distinguishing feature of 
modern business conditions. 
Must Control Use of Vast Fortunes. 
Experience has shown that it is nec- 
essary to exercise a far more efficient 
control than at present over the business 
use of those vast fortunes, chiefly cor- 
porate, which are used (as under modern 
conditions they almost invariably are) In 
Interstate business. 
When the constitu- 
tion was created none of the conditions of

Striking Statement.

of the pamphlet is its introdtiction- 
ary statement, which is as follows: 


"The directors of the Standard Oil 


company, in printing this pamphiet, 
desire to emphasize for the half mil- 
lion people directly interested to its 
welfare, the assurance of the com- 
pany's absolute innocence of wrong- 
doing in any of the prosecutions lately 
instituted against it 
in the federal 


courts.

that he and Summernelri were In I.afay- 
I'tre Thnrsday and left early Friday morn- 
ins, driving toward 
Ciarks Hill. 
They 


drove around the country and In the mid- 
dle of the afternoon stopped at the farm 
house of Charles Ituyburn to get a drink 
of water. 


A few minutes afier that, Whittinger 


says, they drove into the McCoy woods to 
c-njoy uie shade and there they both went 
to sleep In the buggy with the horse un- 
tied. 
It was a dun horse, owned by Wil- 


bur Summerneld, a brother of the murd- 
ered man, and for whom he worked. 


Awakened by Horse. 


Suddenly, accordlne to his 
confession. 


\VMtlinger was a wakened by the horse 
pulling the baggy over a low stump In the 
woods. 


Then he says: 
"I seized Sumtnerfleld 


and shook him and told him to wake up 
and have a drink of beer that we had In 
the buggy with us. He d'd so and went 
back to sleep Immediately. I did not go 
to sleep again. 
"When I looked at him lying there and 


thought the bufiiiy that he was driving 
might be mlue 1 decided that 1 mljht as 
well have the rig la which to drive about 
and 1 Phot htm with my own revolver that 
was found by his side aud he fell out of 
the Imxey. 
"I then drove straight through ihe woods 


and along the road until I reached a place 
wlrhin six miles of Danville. 111., and I 
met a little girl and 1 asked her how far 
It was to Danville. She told me it was 
six miles. 


"I hitched the hnrse to the fence and 


caught the train back to Crawfordsville. 
T did that because I was afraid to stop 
with tbe dun horse any place along the 
road and have him fed." 


The dun-colored horse which has played 


such a conspicuous part In the affair Is 
still misslnc. 
Before making his confes- 


sion Whittinger maintained a stolid com- 
posure, and absolutely denied that he knew 
anything of the death of Summerfield, and 
for a long time refused to Talk regarding 
the affair, saying that be left Lafayette 
for Crawfnrdsvllle, and from there went 
to Indianapolis.

bined power for that purposs to wage 
destructive attacks upon any person 
or business "under its ban," and that 
:his power now is being directed ma- 
liciously against the business of the 
plaintiff. 


The steps leading up to this action 


are set forth in the complaint to be 
:he outcome of a strike. 
According 


to the complaint, on August 29, 1908, 
without previous notice, Uie members 
of the Metal Polishers' union No.'13

Founders' National Defense associa- 
tion, of which the Bucks company is 
a member, and by which all differ- 
ences have for fourteen years been 
successfully adjusted by a conference 
committee. 


Boycott Follows Futile Strike. 
On the failure of the strike the In- 


ternational Union of Metal Polishers 
declared a boycott against the Bucks 
company and its product, inserted the 
company's name in its "unfair" list, 
and published it in the union paper, 
the Journal. 
The local union No. 13 


also joined in the boycott, and pro- 
cured its indorsement, by the Central 
Trades and Labor union of St. Louis 
and the Metal Trades council, also of 
St. Louis, both subordinate unions of 
the American Federation. 


In November, 190R, at the annual 


convention of the' American Federa- 
tion in Minneapolis, the products of 
the company were placed on the "we 
don't patronize" list of the federa- 
tion, and was published in this list in 
the American Federationist 
in 
the 


June and July, 1907, issues. 


The complaint says that tie feder- 


ation, has greatly diminished and in 
many places destroyed the company's 
trade.

The sweeping nature of this action 


is indicated by a partial list of na- 
tional and international unions and 
state federations that will be directly 
affected if the injunction is granted, 
which includes 173 names of organiza- 
tions.

nocent buyers. This evil would not of 
Itself justify federal restraint or con- 
trol because such stock and bonds are 
usually issued under state charters.

railways into the pockets of the dis- 
honest manipulators and thus to pile 
such an unprofitable debt upon a rail- 
way as to make bankruptcy and a re- 
ceivership probable in the first busi- 
ness stringency.

"A railroad company engaged in in- 


terstate commerce should not be per- 
mitted, therefore, to issue stock or 
bonds and put them on sale in the 
market except after a certificate by

people need gradually to hp educated so 
that they may see what the real wrongs 
are and what the r<-al remedies. Almost 
every big business concern is engaged in 
interstate commerce, and such a concern 
must not be allowed hv a dexterous shift- 
ing of position. !>s has been to often the 
ease in the past, to escape thereby all 
responslbilitv either to state or to nation. 


- The American people became firmly con- 
vinced of the need of control over these 
great aggregations of capital, especially 
where thev had a. monopolistic teudencv, 
before they became quite clear as to the 
proper way of achieving 
the 
control. 
Through tlieir representatives In congress 
they tried two remedies, which were to 
a large decree, at least as interpreted 
by the courts, contradictory. 
On in.' 


one hand, under the antl-trnst law the 
effort was made to prohlhit all combina- 
tion. whether it was or was not hurtful 
or beneficial to the public. On the other 
hand, through the interstate cinim 
law a beginning was mads in e.tcrci=inE 
such supervision and control over combi- 
nations as to prevent their doing 
thing harmful to the body politic. The 
first law. the so-called Sherman law, has 
filled a useful place, for it bridges over 
the transition period until the American 
people shall definitely make up its mind 
-that it will exercise over the great cor- 
porations that thoroughgoing and radical 
control which it is certain ultimately to 
find necessary. 
The principle of the 


1 Sherman law so far as it prohibits comhi- 
' nations which, whether because of their 


extent or of their character, are harmfu 
to the public must always be preserved. 
Ultimately, and I hope with reasonable 
speed, the national government must pass 
laws which, while increasing the super- 
visory and regulatory power of the gov- 
ernment. also^permits such useful combi- 
nations as are made with absolute open- 
ness and as the representatives of tht 
government may previously approve. Bu

be possible to permit sucl

combinations save as the second stag' 
; 
in a course of proceedings of which tin 
first stage must be the exercise of a fa 
more complete control by the nationa 
government. 


Some Have Acted Criminally. 
In dealing with those who offend agalns 
the anti-trust and interstate 
commerce 
laws the department of justice has to en 
counter many and great difficulties. Often 
men who have been guilty of violating 
these laws have really acted in crimina 
fashion, and if possible should be pro 
ceeded against criminally; and therefor' 


v< it is advisable that there should be : 
:-v clause in these laws providing for suci 
!* criminal action, and for punishment 
•'£ imprisonment as well as by fine. But 
as is well known, in a criminal actio 
the law is strictly construed in favor o 
the defendant, and in our country. 
least, both judge and jury are far mor 
inclined to consider his rights than the 
are the interests of the general public- 
while in addition it is always true that 


•^ man's general practices may be so ba 
;; that a civil action will lie when it may nr 
.';•-' be possible to convict him of any 
on 


: criminal act. 
There is unfortunately

Wicked to Hold Such Views. 


Such a view la wicked whether applied 


to capitalist or labor leader, to rich tnun or 
poor man. But \ve have lo take this fuel- 
Ing iuto account when \vc are debuting 
whether it is possible to £et a conviction 
•In. a criminal proceeding against some rich 
trust magnate, many of whose net ions are 
severely tu be condemned from the moral 
and social srunilpolni, but no one of whose 
actions seems .clearly lo establish such 
technical guilt as will ensure a 
convic- 


tion. As a matter of expediency, In enforc- 
ing the law against a great corporation, 
WK hare continually to weigh the 
argu- 
ments pro and con us to whether a prose- 
cution can successful!.!- be entered Into, 
und ns to whether we onu be succssful In 
n criminal nction against the chief individ- 
uals in the corporation, and If not whether 
we can at least be successful In n civil ac- 
tion against the corporation Itself. 
Any 


effective actiou on tin- part of. the govern- 
ment is always objected to, as a matter 
of course, by the wrongdoers, by th>> bene- 
ficiaries of the -wrongdoers, and by their 
champions: and oficn one of the most ef- 


ever action will he most effective uuder 
the actual conditions. 


Will Hew to the Line.
